NEWS OF THE MORNING. 


The Aunual Conveutlon of the Ancient Or­ 
der of Hibernians is tn session in New York 
A Madrid dispatch says that the petition iu 
favor ofCatholic unity, signed by the Papal 
Nuncio and Spanish Bishops, was presented 
to the Cortes on Tuesday. 
The Spanish steamer Alvira exploded Tues­ 
day and sank offthe Passages. Many persons 
on board were killed and wounded.

The French steamer Labrador, on her way 
from Philadelphia to New York, dragged 
ashore near Fort Delaware Tuesday night,and 
had not got off at last accounts. 
An arch to the addition being constructed 
to the Memorial Hall at the Centennial 
grounds, Philadelphia, fell and eight work­ 
men were Injured. One of them, John H. 
Kennedy, was seriously hurt. The building 
is not greatly damaged. 
During the storm Tuesday night a frame 
building iu the outskirts of Brooklyn, occu­ 
pied by a colored family, was blown down 
and the wife and little boy were killed. The 
husband and another child were badly in­ 
jured. 
The London Telegraph say» editorially, “We 
believe the facts concerning the Czar are, that 
he is seriously ill, and his physicians have 
recommended a prolonged sojourn at Ems, 
and afterwards in Switzerland. It is there­ 
fore probable that public convenience will 
render It necessary for the Czarowitch to exer­ 
cise the functions of Emperor during his ab­ 
sence.

It is very probable that the San­ 
ta Monica organ lias been instructed to 
attack and detract these railroad com­ 
panies on any reasonable or unreason­ 
able pretext, but in holding them re­ 
sponsible for the acts of the Senate, 
we fear it has permitted its zeal to 
outrun its judgment and place itself 
in a position of antagonism with at 
least twenty-two of of the forty Sena­ 
tors. But aside from this view of the 
matter the charge is false as any one 
will see who reads the synopsis of the 
O’Co n n o r bill printed in the H e r a l d 
of Tuesday morning. 
That 
bill 
specifically and distinctly claims 
the right of the State to exer­ 
cise authority over the railroads 
within its borders. It not only 
claims the right but it provides for 
the appointment of commissioners 
who shall as servants of tlie people 
exercise this right. Yet we have the 
assurance of tlie owners and manag­ 
ers of the Central Pacific,the Southern 
Pacific and the North Pacific Rail­ 
roads that they offer no objections to 
the passage of the O ’Co n n e r or any 
other bill that proposes to deal fairly 
and equitably between the people and 
the railroads. The refusal of the Sen­ 
ate to accede to the demand of the 
Assembly was probably intended as a 
rebuke to the fanatics and extremists 
of the Lower House. That the rebuke 
was felt and bore good fruit in evident 
in the fact that at the last test vote 
between the distructionists and the 
sensible, practical members the once 
large majority of the first named class 
dwindled to one lone vote. 


A n d R o b eso n too. The committee 
have discovered that the Secretary of 
the Navy drew black walnut, cherry 
and other valuable lumber from the 
Navy yard with which to build his 
Washington residence. He also paid 
for the frescoing and painting of his 
house out of the government funds 
and forgot to charge himself with the 
amount. Already twelve thousand 
dollars worth of work and lumber has 
been discovered.

He steals the lumber from the Navy 
yard aud pays for the building and 
ornamenting of his house out of the 
Government Treasury.

come to light in the County Clerk’s 
office. It is tlie official return of tlie 
first election held in Los Angeles 
county under an established county 
government, and dates back to 1850. 
Many of the men who figured in that 
election are still living and rank 
among our most affluent anil most re­ 
spected citizens. 
We regret that we 
cannot give a copy of the pap^r In full 
but must confine the matter to a brief 
summary. It is in a neat, old-fash­ 
ioned hand, about half of it English 
and half Spanish, tlie two languages 
being mixed rather indiscriminately. 
It seems that there were some 375 
votes polled at the election. 
The 
heading is as follows, written in good 
English: 
ABSTRACT 
of votes given at the precincts of Los 
Angeles county, State of California,at 
an election held on Monday,April 1st, 
1850. The first office in the list is thus 
specified: “Para Secretario de la Corte 
Suprema, Pablo de la Guerra, 309, 
Thorp 5.” After the successful candi­ 
date’s name appears the word “Ele­ 
gido.” 
The several precincts of the county 
are specified as follows: Angeles, San 
Gabriel, San Lucas, Jurupa and San 
Juan.
